Eugene Dennis, acting as his own lawyer in the 
trial of II CoitununLsts advocating the overthrow of 
the United States. says it’s a matter of record that 
Communists supported the Roosevelt administration 
and therefore were not trying to overthrow the gov- 
erfiment.

But 
it's a fact that Communists did support the Roose­ 
velt administration.

Rpoaevelt said in a campaign broadcast from the 
White House on Oct, 8, 1M4, that he never had sought 
and did not welcome the support of “any person or 
group committed to Communism or Fascism, or „any 
other foreign ideology which would undermine the 
American system of government or the American sys­ 
tem of competitive enterprise and private property."

Vitamin C Has Many Uses

Each year we are learning more 
about what the vitamins mean to 
each one of us. For example, take 
Vitamin C, also known as ascorbic 
arid. Among other things, it is re­ 
quired to prevent scurvy 
That is a 
disease in which there is bleeding 
from the gums, loss of weight and 
strength, and some bleeding under 
the lining membrane around the 
bones. 
Vitamin C is found 
In 
goodly 
amounts in the citrus fruits- or- 
auges, lemons and grapefruit—as 
well as in tomatoes and vegetables. 
By including these foods in the diet, 
enough Vitamin C will be obtained 
to supply the body with what It 
needs under normal conditions. 
Vitamin C, however, has 
been 
found useful in the treatment of 
other conditions titan scurvy.

example, 
the 
healing of wounds 
progresses satisfactorily only when 
enough Vitamin C Is present In the 
tissues

amount. Thus, it is important that 
the premature baby be given daily 
doses of vitamin C as soon as pos­ 
sible.

want to make adjustment* from 
hi»h wartime levels of production. 
Influencing them In this direc­ 
tion, these officials said, is the fact 
farm prices are leas favorable than 
they were a year ago. In other words, 
th prospective prices did not offer 
sufficient incentive, they said, to 
encourage farmers to put in nec­ 
essary overtime to produce extra 
supplies. 
The report forecast a 1919 crop 
acreage of about 361,000,000 acres, 
or about 1,«00,000 less than was 
seeded last year. 
The report showed intended acre­ 
age reductions tend to be the larg­ 
est in the case of crops where gov­ 
ernment price supports have been 
less effective. 
A considerable reduction in the 
feed grain acreage was indicated, 
with corn plantings likely to be the 
smallest in mors than 50 years.

which could pick off one country 
after another in Europe, could dom­ 
inate Europe and maybe the world. 
So we set up the Truman doctrine. 
Under the old Monroe doctrine 
we wouldn't let a foreign power 
get a foothold on this continent lest 
it endanger ua. 
Under the Truman doctrine we 
said the world was smaller now.

Russian-occupied eastern Germany 
have converted sports into a politi­ 
cal tool. They have gone further in 
this respect than the Nazis ever did. 
Outright political proclamations 
which denounce the western powers 
are issued by the Communist-cre­ 
ated 
“Deutsche. 
Sportsausshuss 
(German Sport <----- dttee) which 
tightly controls all spu.i in the Rus­ 
sian occupied zone. 
This committee was established 
last November by several Commun­ 
ist-controlled organizations, includ­ 
ing the trade unions 
and 
youth 
movement. 
It bars from competi­ 
tion any sport club which does not 
join the committee and has the sole 
power to license new clubs. This ef­ 
fectively prohibits the operation of 
any Independent or non-Communlst 
groups. 
How the Communists make poll 
tics with sport was vividly demon­ 
strated at a recent meeting of the 
Deutscher Sportsausschuss. 
As reported by the Russian-con­ 
trolled news agency ADN, the meet­ 
ing began with a denunciation of 
the west, which declared: 
“Now it has become apparent that 
ruling circles of the western powers 
have no interest in keeping the 
Post dam agreement but are 
more 
concerned with a criminal division 
of the world and constructing 
front for a new war. 
Our 
new 
democratic sport movement, on the 
contrary, stands for peace. There­ 
fore, we resolve uncompromisingly 
never again to aid the warmongers 
by conducting a non-political sports 
movement.”

$■ elves as the champions of peace, 
the poUtlcal sportsters u«ued an In- 
flammatory attack against the west­ 
ern occupied powers which violated 
: ¿sU inter-ail led rules governing Ger­

The sport committee denounced 
the western allied statute tor con­ 
trol oi the industrial Ruhr valley as 
a “shameful dictate" and added:

And John Ritchey in neighboring 
Hanov erton did get hts gun, but he 
didn't march off to war, 
Tbey c's a twinkle in his ey e as he 
shows his first gun, made with hie 
own hands out of a piece of poplar 
when he was around seven y ears 
old. 
Since that 
time 
Ritchey 
has 
bought and traded scores of guna 
from Ohio, Pennsy lvania and West 
Virginia, but h* still cherishes his 
first one. 
His fine collection of approx im­ 
ately 100 guna. tells a story of fire­ 
arms from the early 1800 s to mod­ 
ern ones. 
While the love of gun* la In his 
blood, the v eteran collector is not 
given to hunting game 
it'« Inter­ 
est centers In target shooting. 
The second firearm owned by 
Ritchey , was a mur/le loading rifle, 
made by William Johnson, who op­ 
erated a gun factory In Hanoverton 
in the 8 0s, He purchased it from 
his grandmother, Mrs, Kieabeth 
Dutton for *4. 
A neighbor gave 
it to her in pay ment for hay . The 
forearm and .« took is made of curly 
maple, 
C ivil War Vintag e 
Mussle loader ty pes were used in 
the Civil war, 
.Loaded from the 
end, a ramrod was uw*d to put the 
charge down Into the gun. Ritchey 
quotes General Grant as say ing, “If 
we could eliminate the ramrod for 
the cavalry troops, we could win 
the rebeillon with the cavalry in 
two weeks " The Civil war marked 
the end of the mural« loader. It 
was followed by the breech loader. 
Another old-timer in his collec­ 
tion, patented in 1857, was made at 
the Harper's Perry arsenal, and Is 
reputed to be "the pink Of perfec­ 
tion" for that time.

A second Harper’s Ferry model, 
dated 1818 . has a patch box in the 
black walnut stock, with an auto­ 
matic release.

Clark, a nativ e of Ireland.

It is said of him, that he was one 
of few men who foresaw the Civil 
war. He enlarged his factory tnd 
installed additional machinery to 
meet this crisis.

WASHINGTON, March 24—(AP) 
—Senator Vandenberg said today 
the Atlantic paet is the "best bet to 
keep the present cold war from get­ 
ting hot.” 
He called it the most Important 
step in American foreign policy 
since tlie Monroe doctrine, and a 
step to be taken only with the "sol­ 
emnity of a national conviction.” 
Vandenberg discussed th*>

posed alliance in a speech prepared 
for the United States Conference 


of Mayors. He is the ranking GOP 
member of the senate foreign rela­ 
tion« committee and. leading party 
spokesman on foreign affairs. 
He said the ultimate value of the 
pact, negotiated

States, Canada and six western Eu­ 
ropean nations, will depend largely 
upon the extent to which the na­ 
tion “ wholeheartedly” accepts it* 
concept of defeme unity."

NEW YORK. 
March 34— <AP>— 
There*» a lusty tug-of-war going 
on down In the clothing district, 
And right in the middle is the cost 
of your fail suit. They may be able 
to tear a Little off its price tug, If 
the contest isn't culled for time first. 
On one side are m ast 0f the wool­ 
en mills, »ho say they can t cut 
cloth prices, bee,iu«e of the cost >f 
wool and of labor. On the other 
are the suit makers, who arc bet­ 
ting on the mills 
having 
to 
cut 
prices anyway, because men aren't 
buying suits at present prices in 
anything like inspiring quantity. 
They’ll have to decide the tug- of- 
war probably in a couple of weeks 
or so. or all concerned may lose. 
Cutters aren't buying any cloth 
just now. They say the price Is too 
high if they are going to make suits 
they can sell. They hope their re­ 
luctance will force the mills to cut 
prices, even if it means a loss, In 
order to keep operating. 
Prices Cut 
One worsted mill. Metcalf Bi-oth­ 
ers & Co., cut prices 30 cent»' a 
yard- from *4.20 to 13.90 a yard for 
the 
»tandard 
lS-iav^-ounce. 
64s 
single-filled worsted suiting, if you 
want to tv technical. 
The cutters sat on their hands. 
They want $3.75. The 30-cent cut. 
they say, would mean only a *1.50 
drop in suit prices, if labor and 
other costs remain constant. This 
shows how small a part fabric plavs 
in the cost of a suit, compared to 
labor and mark-ups along the way. 
The grandaddy of the mills, Amer­ 
ican Woolen Mills, says it Isn’t go­ 
ing to follow Metcalf’s price-cutting 
example, not yet, anyway. Other 
mills say they won't either, unless 
the other fellow starts the price war. 
Then, the indicate, they'd have to. 
The time deadline arises because: 


1 . The mills need more orders for 
cloth soon to 
justify 
setting

work schedules this spring on fall 


fabric«. If the cutters* price balk 
means pries cut», some mills might 
prefer operating at a alight loss 
than to dm* down at even greater 
expenp.

ping for fall togs, The suit makers 
are c ue to open their fall lines of 
men's wear just after Easter. 
The nulls moved first They an­ 
nounced fall price lines last month. 
They said they strained every pos­ 
sible point to keep faU 
prices at 
the same level as spring lines. 
Retailers Pained 
Retailers were the 11104 Pained. 
They »«id that since last fall the 
only way they could move their 
large inventories in any quantity 
was to hold mark-down sales. They 
doubted if customers next fall w:ould 
buy new suits at the old high prices. 
As usual In this industry, there 
waa much contention. Suit makers 
said why didn't the mills cut prices? 
The mills said how coukt they cut 
price« with labor and wool high, 
and why didn’t the retailers try 
harder to sell suits? 
Meanwhile, the market is at a 
standstill, both sides watting to see 
which one will give—whether the 
mllh will lure customer» hack with 
lower prices, or whether the cut­ 
ters will have to start buying at 
the old figure. 
Retailers .have been able to re- 
dtw 0 Inventories by 9 per cent since 
the October peak, although they 
are still 29 percent higher than a 
year ago. the market planning serv­ 
let*. a division of Hie National Credtt 
Office.
